of a triangle. And y ſpace incloſed with 
in thoſe lines, is diuided into thee parts 
02 co2ners - wh?reof the firſt is made by 
the line ol like, and che naturall line, and 
is called v vpper angle. Thother which 
is fozmed by the line of life, and the vt⸗ 
ter part of the triangle: is called the ſi⸗ 
niſter 02 left angle. The triangle being 
of equall angles, hauing lines faire, well 
colored, and ſtraight: dothe repꝛeſent 
the good qualitie of nature, and of the 
bodye, with health and ſecuritie of the 
Minde , with fame and renowne, and.
